A New Printing Crisis 

F OR the third time within a year the 
Employing Printers and workmen are 
in the midst of wage discussion, and 
this time the situation of the employing 
printer, standing as he must between the 
demands of the men and the needs of the 
consumer in this market, is much more pre¬ 
carious than before. The men are appar¬ 
ently in the mood to make demands that 
might seriously affect the amount of book 
printing done in New York. 

It seems difficult to conceive that any 
group of organized workmen should come 
together to-day for an annual discussion of 
wage scale problems and send to the em¬ 
ployers a demand for a five dollar a week 
increase. This, however, was the result of 
the meeting of Typographical Union Num¬ 
ber 6 on Sunday, August 21st. It may, as 
most people assume, be merely a demand 
made for the purpose of having something 
to compromise with, but that even the ges¬ 
ture should be made at this time seems to 
indicate some lack of appreciation of the 
public temper on these matters. 

Wages in the composing rooms were 
settled a year ago, after a long and difficult 
arbitration, by giving an increase of nine 
dollars a week to the workmen. In the 
spring there was an arbitration on some of 
the other scales, resulting in a decrease, 
but the composing rooms had a year’s agree¬ 
ment, and only on October xst does this end. 
In the meantime, this Union has had the 
advantage of a four hour decrease in work¬ 
ing hours, coming into effect on May 1st, 
which has had the result of increasing print¬ 
ing costs about seven per cent. 

On July 1st the newspapers of New York 
made an agreement with their composing 
men for a continuance of the same wage 


scale and hours but with a marked improvement 
in the shop conditions, which will mean a 
saving in costs. The other large users of 
printing, periodicals, book publishers, and 
general users of job work must have, how¬ 
ever, a reduction in printing costs, if they 
are to meet general industrial conditions of 
the country, and no mere correction of shop 
conditions, much as this would improve 
matters, can remedy this. Without such im¬ 
provement the periodical publishers and 
book publishers have resolved to do far more 
of their work than heretofore out of the city, 
and have so informed the Employing 
Printers. 

About the 1st of August, the National 
Association of Book Publishers sent to the 
Employing Printers’ Association a statement 
that the book publishers, who had in a year 
of falling commodity rates had two increases 
in printing, must insist on having a reduc¬ 
tion in costs by October 1st. It was realized 
that this would depend on the correction of 
wage scales, and it asked that the Em¬ 
ploying Printers immediately open discus¬ 
sion with the Unions on this subject, and 
furthermore, that in doing this they obtain 
from “Big 6,” the union of compositors, a 
guarantee that, if an agreement on scales 
was not reached by the committees for em¬ 
ployers and employees before October 1st, 
“Big 6” would submit the case to arbitra¬ 
tion. Such a guarantee from the Union was 
necessary, as there was no such agreement 
existing at this time, and without it “Big 6” 
would be free to call a strike October 1st 
and disrupt production conditions again as 
it did two years ago. 

The Publishers’ Association stated that if 
these two things could not be promised it 
would suggest to its members that they take 
all possible steps to insure continued output 
on Octotber 1st, even if it meant placing most 
of the work out of the city. The Employing 
Printers received a similar statement of the 
stand taken by the periodical publishers, and 
it is generally understood in the city that if 
this agreement cannot be promised, important 
periodicals will be moved out of town. Typ¬ 
ographical Union Number 6, meeting on June 
21st, passed two resolutions, one directing 
that its Scale Conference Committee pro¬ 
ceed immediately to negotiate on price scales 
with the Employing Printers, and this Com¬ 
mittee in its report brought in a draft of 
an agreement which would provide for a gen-

eral increase of about five dollars per week 
and several changes in shop conditions. A 
further resolution stated that the Union “had 
not deviated from its former position in 
favor of fair arbitration.” At the same time, it 
gave no guarantee of arbitration if this wage 
scale discussion brought about no agreement. 

This puts the Employing Printers in a situ¬ 
ation in which they cannot but read the 
writing on the wall. If prices cannot be low¬ 
ered, this is just the season when publishers 
of both periodicals and books will find it 
easy to adjust their productions to out-of- 
town shops. At the same time, the Employ¬ 
ing Printers realize that this wage discus¬ 
sion must be carried on with one of the best 
organized Unions in the entire country. 

Whether there are any statesmen in “Big 
6” who can see ahead and realize that New 
York cannot hold its predominance in print¬ 
ing without some really conciliatory spirit 
remains to be seen. The unions are not in 
the position to force matters as they were 
two years ago; neither is the public of a 
temper to see any group asking everything 
and giving nothing. New York is the natu¬ 
ral center of book production, and it seems 
at this moment to depend on the unions 
whether it will stay so or become by evolu¬ 
tion a place where books are planned and 
sold tho they are produced outside the city 
limits. 

Living costs have fallen by heavy per¬ 
centages in the last twelve months, yet wage 
scales have gone up and hours come down, 
and the Printers’ Union sits in Sunday con¬ 
clave asking for a five dollar increase with 
improved shop conditions. It is hard to be¬ 
lieve that this could have been seriously of¬ 
fered or passed. 

On last Wednesday, Mr. Rouse, the presi¬ 
dent of No. 6, met with the Employing 
Printers, and after he had admitted that the 
fine sounding arbitration resolution of Sun¬ 
day was not really intended on close reading 
to commit his union to arbitration on Octo¬ 
ber 1st, he promised if the $5.00 increase 
was granted to see that an arbitration agree¬ 
ment was made for that time. Just what 
there would then be to arbitrate he did not 
point out. 

Finally, as the Employing Printers did not 
offer this increase, he asked them to submit 
their wage scale proposal, and he promised 
to submit that to a Union meeting on Sun¬ 
day, the 28th. 


To Our Contemporary 

E welcome into its new form and 
new editorship our contemporary, The 1 
Bookseller and Stationer, now in its 
fifty-fifth volume. With the September 1st 
number, this semi-monthly takes on the large 
9 x 12 size, and plans to increase its departments 
and features as an organ for the promotion and 
increasing of book-trade prosperity. 

After a long and honorable editorship of 
twenty-seven years, Edwin O. Chapman, one 
of the best known figures in the book-trade, 
retires from active management to other work. 
Mr. Chapman has given to book-trade affairs 
a whole-hearted enthusiasm for these many 
years, and his editorial page has always been 
found on the side of trade betterment and 
sound business. Mr. Chapman will continue 
to be a contributor to the columns of The 
Bookseller and Stationer . 

Belle M. Walker, for fifteen years associate 
editor with Mr. Chapman, becomes now pub¬ 
lisher and editor. Miss Walker, who is Secre¬ 
tary of the American Booksellers’ Association 
and one of the pioneers and organizers of the 
Women’s National Book Association, is 
well fitted by her experience and training to 
carry on the work of The Bookseller and Sta¬ 
tioner in its new and larger form. The good 
wishes of the Publisher’s Weekly go with 
her in the enterprise. 

Books and Nicotine 

M ANY of the best loved and most influential 
commentators on books and bookishness 
insist that the pipe and the book go hand in 
hand in any healthy man’s mind. Apparently 
the war camp experiments with the public 
libraries emphasized this connection, and li¬ 
braries are discussing the inclusion of smok¬ 
ing rooms in their equipment. 

In commenting on this subject in Connecticut 
we find Mrs. Belle H. Johnson of the Con¬ 
necticut Library Commission taking the affirm¬ 
ative point of view in saying that people 
want them and should have them, while Willis 
K. Stetson, librarian of New Haven, takes 
the negative, with the opinion that smoking 
rooms are utterly foreign to the purpose, and 
useless to the modern library. 

Bookstores, new and old, have long recog¬ 
nized the fact that the leisure hour, if spent in 
the bookstore, means sales. Perhaps the two 
things can become so inseparably connected in 
the public mind that they will insist on finding 
books in cigar stores, as well as cigars in 
bookstores. 
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The New Canadian Copyright Law 

PART II—THE SYSTEM OF OBLIGATORY LICENSES 


(The first part of this article, translated from the 
Droit d’ Auteur, was in the August 20 number). 

I N the light of the previous statements, let 
us investigate the character of Articles 13, 
14, 15, which sanction the system of obligatory 
licenses, and, as has been said, are “the crucial 
points of the present bill.” It wall be seen 
that they have to do only with books along 
with works published in newspapers or maga¬ 
zines in form of separate articles, short 
stories or serialized novels. Furthermore, they 
concern conditions of printing (reprinting) and 
publishing (republishing) thus limiting their 
scope to rights of publication, and leaving 
untouched all rights of execution, representa¬ 
tion, exhibition or public reading. These clauses 
apply for the time of the duration of the copy¬ 
right on these books and published articles. 

Let us now see just what they allow: When 
the holder of the copyright does not print his 
book in Canada, nor provide the Canadian 
market with a sufficient number of copies thus 
printed, each applicant—in case of rivalry, he 
who offers the most advantageous conditions— 
shall obtain from Canada a license giving 
him for five years the exclusive right to make 
a Canadian edition of the book without modi¬ 
fication or reduction of any kind. In payment, 
he has to make a preliminary deposit of a 
sum equivalent to 10% of the probable list 
price of an edition of one thousand copies, 
with one hundred dollars as the minimum. 
Then the plan of the projected undertaking 
shall be communicated without delay by the 
Canadian Minister to the holder of the copy¬ 
right, who shall be obliged to have printed at 
least a thousand copies in Canada within two 
months of the date of the receipt of this 
information. If he does nothing about it in 
this time, the Minister shall, after hearing 
the clients, issue the license at a fee fixed 
by him. The object of the license, to wit, 
the publication of a Canadian edition of at 
least one thousand copies, bearing the an¬ 
nouncement of the license and of the list 
price, must then be realized by the licensee 
within two months under pain of revocation. 

In case of realization, the licensee acquires 
two rights: first, that of defending his edition 
against infringement by all the means of re¬ 
course, as if he were the holder of the copy¬ 
right and as if he had made a contract with 
the latter. The second right is the power to 
prevent any importation into Canada of copies 
of the book during the length of time of the 
license duly granted. In theory this interdic¬ 
tion of importation begins at the moment of 
the publication of the book, lasting two weeks; 
and if, during this period, a license is asked, 
the Minister shall be allowed to prolong this 
time by two weeks more; that is to protect the 
simple candidate for a license from all com¬ 
petition with the foreign edition, save in some 
exceptional cases foreseen by Article 27, No. 3. 
Also editions of books printed in the United 


Kingdom (not in a British possession) or in a 
Unionist country are excepted from this inter¬ 
diction of importation, if this claim is proved 
to the satisfaction of the Canadian Custom 
House. 

Serialized novels and short stories that have 
made an authorized appearance in a newspaper 
or magazine anywhere except in British pos¬ 
sessions or in a Unionist country can likewise 
be made the object of a Canadian license to 
publish in the local press, if the holder of the 
copyright of publication in that form refuses 
a Canadian publisher to publish them in his 
periodical. At least the aforesaid holder shall 
have to be heard previously by the Minister; 
at the issuing of the license, he shall receive 
the sum which the applicant shall have been 
required to deposit with his request and which 
shall be fixed by a ruling. The importation 
of the periodical publications from abroad con¬ 
taining these things is left free. The license 
will not be “exclusive ,r as for books. 

To sum up the restrictions imposed by these 
clauses on unionist authors: first, as soon as 
the author has brought out his book in a 
Unionist country, or even before, he must go 
to the trouble of publishing an edition printed 
in Canada. Without this arrangement, which 
he cannot make outside the country, but only 
by the territorial edition, he risks losing his 
rights of publication in the colony; a risk 
which is renewed every five years in case the 
license is granted. He is therefore subjected 
to the Canadian manufacturing clause, the 
neglect to observe which, it is true, does not 
result in the loss of his copyright as in the 
United States, but in the loss of his right to 
dispose freely of his work in matters of pub¬ 
lication, distribution and sale in Canada. 

Second, he cannot arrange for this publi¬ 
cation with a publisher of his own choosing 
from his own or, indeed, from any country; 
Canada has to be left out of account in any 
contract with a publisher. 

Third, when the author shall have authorized 
the publication in serial form of his booIT or 
articles in any country other than England or 
Unionist countries, he will be deprived en¬ 
tirely of the right to dispose of it for publi¬ 
cation in this form in Canada; any Canadian 
periodical may acquire this right for itself. 

Fourth, the author undoubtedly receives a 
certain material compensation for the dispos¬ 
session of which he is the victim, but the 
fixing of this sum is discretionary with the 
Canadian authorities and is, moreover, m the 
nature of an arbitrary payment: the sort of 
thing which is particularly obnoxious in the 
case of creative work. 

Fifth, besides these principal hardships, the 
Unionist author must go to the trouble of 
writing to the Canadian authorities to let them 
know his address that he may receive their 
communications; he must reply promptly to 
their letters if he wishes to publish a Cana- 
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dian edition; and if he wishes to withdraw his 
work from circulation he must give notice 
to the Canadian Government, with much red 
tape, etc. 

Sixth, the Unionist author cannot import 
copies of his original edition into Canada for 
the first two weeks after publication,—nor 
even for longer at the discretion of the Cana¬ 
dian Government, when in the meantime a 
demand for a license has been made,—if an 
edition of the work has appeared in a non- 
Unionist country. On one hand, the present 
American law on copyright obliges him to get 
a special edition made in the United States; 
on the other, this edition cannot cross the 
Canadian frontier either during the first two 
weeks, nor eventually for a longer time if 
there is a demand for a license, nor finally 
at all in case a license is granted and used 
in Canada. 

Let us compare with these restrictions the 
rights guaranteed to the Unionist author by 
the Union Convention of 1908, to which Can¬ 
ada intends to adhere. The only condition of 
publication established by the Convention is 
that the work shall be brought out “in one of 
the Union countries/’ Publication in only one 
Union country is enough in any case to nation¬ 
alize the work in that country, from which it 
may go out unimpeded into the other asso¬ 
ciated states. On the contrary, the Canadian 
law rules that the edition made in the original 
country is insufficient; an edition printed in 
Canada must be made, on pain of the grant of 
a license to someone else. If every autonomous 
British colony imposed the same condition the 
author would have to provide for the appear¬ 
ance of 27 other editions, and any contract 
for international publication would be impossi¬ 
ble. The work of publishers who normally 
tend to assure the market in the greatest num¬ 
ber of countries would be without foundation. 

Again, there are absolutely no formalities re¬ 
quired to ensure the protection of the Conven¬ 
tion, and no conditions other than the afore¬ 
mentioned one of publication in one Unionist 
country. Never has the Treaty of Union au¬ 
thorized "any country to confiscate the literary 
property of an author because he did not keep 
the markets supplied at a sufficiently rapid 
rate, because his edition was not of the proper 
numerical size or in order to raise the sale- 
price. The principle of freedom of contract 
has been and ought always to be respected. 
The author ought to have the right to say 
“no” to certain things. In Canada he has to 
endure them without being able to say this 
“no.” 

Concerning restrictions of importation, the 
right of any country to levy a duty on import¬ 
ed books has never been questioned. Economic 
inequalities can be more or less rectified by 
means of tariffs according to the customs 
policy of each state. But importation cannot 
be forbidden except for reasons of public safe¬ 
ty or public salubrity in isolated cases; any 
legislative act which would forbid for financial 
reasons the entrance of a whole class of works 
by Unionist authors would be contrary to the 


spirit and letter of the Convention. Canada 
has not been able to get away from this 
elemental fact: in Article 27, no. 3, they de¬ 
clare themselves willing to allow the importa¬ 
tion of any book legally printed in a Unionist 
country, which is a way, however restricted, 
of recognizing the right of unimpeded circula¬ 
tion of literary productions thruout the 
Union. 

All these restrictions contrary to the free ex¬ 
ercise of copyright in the Union were mani¬ 
festly passed in Canada solely to favor inter¬ 
ests hostile to this right and to help the indus¬ 
trial side of book-making at the expense of the 
creative. 

To sum up says Le Droit D’ Auteur: “It 
results, from what has gone before that ac¬ 
cording to our belief freely expressed, the ac¬ 
cession of Canada to the Revised Berne Con¬ 
vention, which the law of June 4 is supposed 
to have brought about, cannot be announced by 
the Governor of the central Government or 
by one *of the Swiss Federal Council unless 
Articles 13, 14, 15 and 27 are either eliminated 
from the law, or, if Canada wishes to keep them 
for special reasons, are declared inapplicable, 
by a special arrangement, to countries which 
are members of the Berne Union. In the latter 
case they would apply, for instance^to the 
United States, but they would automatically 
lose their effect in that country' on the day 
when the Washington government should, in its 
turn, sign the Treaty of Union. 

A declaration of adhesion to this treaty 
without first clearing up this matter of the 
so-called obligatory licenses in the sense in¬ 
dicated here, and without other improvements 
in the law according to suggestions made in 
the first chapter above, would not be recon¬ 
cilable, according to us, with the primary pledge 
of every Unionist country to assure the 
legal protection of the rights which were the 
object of the Revised Convention (art. 25). 

“The promulgation of the law of June 4, in 
its final shape, would even compromise, in our 
opinion, Canada’s position in the Union, so 
laboriously acquired: this law gives less than 
what Canada has offered to Unionist authors 
since 1887; it would force Canada to leave the 
Union. This would be a retrogression of some 
decades. 

Nevertheless we must hope that there will be 
no going back in this extremity. The Minis¬ 
ter of Justice, in answer to a pressing ques¬ 
tion from Deputy Rinefert, explained the man¬ 
ner of procedure that will have to be followed 
in these terms: ‘If these articles (13, 14, 15) 
are in disagreement with the Convention, we 
shall have to return to the Chamber, because 
the law of this country would put the Govern¬ 
ment in such a position that it could not sub¬ 
sequently join the Convention and we should 
have then to decide the question.’ The Cana¬ 
dian authorities are persuaded that a half¬ 
measure will not be acceptable. 

“Supposing that, for other reasons, the Can¬ 
adian parliament wished to encourage the mak¬ 
ing of national editions, it could surround with 
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special Guarantees what has been called ‘the 
right of publication territorially shared’ to which 
it seems to have given some thought. This 
right would permit a foreign author benefiting 
from the internal law to grant, by free con¬ 
tract, to a Canadian publisher the option to 
publish a Canadian edition. In this case, but in 
this only, Article 27 of the law could be cor¬ 
rected and adapted to the necessity of guarding 
the colonial edition against importation of rival 
editions. 

“We have confined ourselves to the case of 
Unionist authors. But it goes without saying 
that what is true for them is also true for 
Canadian and British authors .... As re¬ 
gards the attitude to take toward the United 


States, we have to express ourselves with a 
good deal of reserve. Certainly the attitude 
taken by that country up to now has not been 
what it should have been for the Union; its in¬ 
fluence over Canada has been particularly bad 
and the excited countless difficulties, such as 
the additional Act of 1914 and the present pain¬ 
ful conflict. Nevertheless, whatever the real 
offences of the United, States toward the 
authors of all countries, we have always fav¬ 
ored conciliatory and persuasive measures 
rather than a violent recourse to reprisals. In 
spite of many sad disappointments, we still 
cherish the hope of seeing this great country 
change its Draconian law which belongs to 
another age and join the states of the Union.” 


Los Angeles Plan for Children’s Book Week 


M ISS ALICE A. BLANCHARD, Prin¬ 
cipal of the Department of Children’s 
Work, in the Los Angeles Public Li¬ 
brary, California, has sent a letter to various 
publishers outlining a plan for Children’s 
Book Week, this year, which has the advan¬ 
tage of novelty and overcomes some of the 
difficulties experienced in the practical carry¬ 
ing out of the Children’s Book Week schemes. 
The object of the new plan is to have ade¬ 
quate supplies of the books advertised by the 
library on hand at the bookstores, so that this 
year parents who go with enthusiasm to the 
bookstores to buy for their children copies of 
the books which the libraries have recom¬ 
mended, will not find that all the copies have 
been sold. 

The library has made the following list of 
twenty-five good books for children which it 
can recommend for every home in Los Angeles 
where there are children. The list includes 
books to suit boys and girls of any age. The 
prices range from low to high. “We plan,” 
writes 'Uss Blanchard to the publishers, “to 
stress these particular titles in all our adver¬ 
tising. Incidentally the fact that we recom¬ 
mend these books will sell many others; but 
in our talks before clubs, in projects work in 
the schools, in newspaper advertising, in ex¬ 
hibits, these twenty-five titles will be em¬ 
phasized. Every bookstore will have copies of 
the list and every family in the city will have 
heard of it. 

“Several publishers’ salesmen to whom we 
have outlined the plan have been enthusiastic 
and are willing to sell to the Los Angeles deal¬ 
ers carrying their stock generous supplies of 
these titles on consignment, with the under¬ 
standing if the books are not sold, they may 
be returned. This will help the dealer who 
hesitates to buy as many books as we know 
he can sell. 

“The scheme has great possibilities. For in¬ 
stance, after the holiday season is over, we 
can get actual figures to show how many 
copies of these books were sold as a result of 
co-operation by the library, the publishers 


and the bookdealers, which will be a construc¬ 
tive contribution to the Children’s Book Week 
Movement.”

The library has issued an interesting report, 
headed, “Extracts From the Summary of Li¬ 
brary Activities, Children’s Book Week, 1920” 
from which we quote in part: 

1. Co-operation zuith booksellers . 

Visits made to various stores. The offer 
of assistants to some of the stores. Two 
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stores accepted the offer with enthusiasm. 
Another asked for an assistant for Saturday. 
All these stores featured the library in their 
advertising. A San Pedro store permitted 
a librarian to arrange an exhibit from its 
stock and asked for advice on its buying. 
Hollywood Bookshop lent an exhibit to a 
branch library. 

2. Talks Given . Total 31. 

At the Parent Teacher Association, 
November Meeting. 18 talks to local clubs. 
B'ooks shown and assistance given to indi¬ 
vidual parents. 7 Women’s Clubs requested 
speakers. Federation of Labor gave 20 min¬ 
utes on its program at the meeting of the 
Central Labor Committee, on subject of the 
mastery of sprint and the love of books. 

3. Work With Schools. 

A paragraph in the Teachers* Bulletin. 
Elementary school libraries circularized. 
Schoolroom lists, talks, and other service. 
Special letter advertising exhibit sent to 
schools. 

4. Printed Publicity. 

Articles sent to local papers. Material 
sent by the Headquarters was used for 
posters and distribution. Nine posters from 
set purchased from the National Child Wel¬ 
fare Association were used, and lists, the 
Book Shelf For Boys and Girls and the 
library’s Books For Boys and Girls List. 

5. Exhibits. 

The Main Library and all but smallest 
branches exhibited children’s books, the 
cleanest copies of the best books upon the 
shelves. The Guaranty Trust Co. had a 
small window display. The Cahuenga 


Branch installed window exhibit at the Star 
Pharmacy. 

Conclusions as to the Value of the Week's 

Activities. 

Activities which were the most effective. 

1. Work With Stores . 

The stores themselves were pleased and 
feel that they were the gainers, not only in 
increase of sales, but in the fact that their 
saleswomen learned something of books from 
the library. This means better co-operation 
between booksellers and libraries, one of the 
objects of Children’s Book Week. The stores 
will be more interested in future in what 
the library is doing for children, and more 
ready to give their salespeople training in 
book knowledge. Our assistants received a 
fresh point of view. To the public it was 
good library advertising. The time it took 
crippled the library work, but the library 
is the gainer in the long run. 

2. Talks. 

Nothing seems to help parents as much 
as talking with them about their children’s 
reading. People will listen when they will 
not take the time to read, and, so be more 
ready to come to the library and use the 
material it advertises. 

3. Exhibits. 

Those people could handle were the most 
helpful. An exhibit of books children loved 
fifty years ago had excellent advertising 
value. Many contributions were made by 
the public. 

4. Newspaper Publicity. 

The local papers did better than the city 
dailies. 


Printing Shop Methods 


A GOVERNMENT report on the elimina¬ 
tion of waste in industries states that 
in six typical printing plants in the book, 
job and periodical fields there is an average 
waste of effort and time of 57-8%, i. e., that 
printing equipment as judged from this sample 
study is about 42% productive. This study of 
the printing industry has been made by John 
H. Williams, consulting engineer in New York 
and a member of the committee appointed by 
Secretary Hoover to conduct a nation-wide 
assay of waste in industry. It will be realized 
in giving percentages of this kind that much 
of the waste is unavoidable, but the statistics 
indicate that printing plants are much less 
efficient than many other industries studied, 
and the report may indicate some of the direct 
tions in which the improvement should be 
sought. 

“The crux of waste,” says the report, “within 
the individual printing establishment is the lack 
of accurate production standards constituting 
a fair basis of appraisal for the individual 
worker. 

“Labor unions and the socially-minded public 
have been critical of all efforts to establish 
production standards. A little of what can be 
done by standardization of equipment can be 


indicated by the results accomplished when 
type bodies were standardized. It is said to 
have involved an expense of three million dol¬ 
lars to the type founders to change from the 
old system to the point system, yet it is uni¬ 
versally conceded that this expenditure has 
been saved many times over. Impressive re¬ 
sults have also been achieved in the standardi¬ 
zation of colors for printing. In the field of 
paper perhaps the most practical immediate 
step seems to be the limiting of plants and 
watermarks by the mills themselves.” It is cited 
that the American Writing Paper Company has 
reduced its grades from 237 to 41 since 1917. 
The report criticises some*of the methods re¬ 
sorted to in the printing industry by both em¬ 
ployer and employee, deploring “the profiteering 
which has existed during the last few years 
and the extortion of the law of supply and 
demand as well as the curtailment to which 
labor has undoubtedly resorted.” 

“Labor’s responsibility for waste,” says the 
report, “is noticeably less in non-union plants 
because of lack of restriction emphasized by 
the unions, and the resulting flexibility in main¬ 
taining a balance between labor and production.” 
The responsibility for the heavy sagging below 
complete efficiency has been laid, in almost 
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equal parts, to causes inherent in the industry, 
to causes related to the management of the par¬ 
ticular plant and to causes connected with the 
inefficiency of labor. 

This report will give increased weight to the 
criticisms of the status of American printing, 
criticisms pointing out that, while machinery 
and mechanical equipment have made great 
strides, the flow of work from copy to final 
product thru the printing plants is in about the 
same state that it has been for forty years. 
If this criticism is valid, the responsibility 
of it will be laid heavily to the unions that have 
steadily stood in the way of any change in shop 
methods, always feeling that any change might 
eliminate a workman. Creative ability and 


imagination have worked their best on ma¬ 
chinery, but not on management. 

When printing costs soared after the Civil 
War, they were reduced by increased efficiency 
in paper manufacture and in mechanical equip¬ 
ment. These two elements cannot be relied 
upon to reduce printing costs today, and better 
management in the production end must be the 
answer. If the unions are to throw the weight 
of their organization continually in the path of 
better production methods in the shop, they 
are throwing a tremendous influence toward the 
open shop and the subsidence of the union 
power. It is a time for the wisest heads to do 
careful thinking. 


Good Book-Making 


A W. POLLARD, in an article on 
“Modern Fine Printing in England 
# and Mr. Bruce Rogers,” which was 
printed a few years ago in this country by the 
Carteret Book Club, points out very pertin¬ 
ently that too large a part of the fine printing 
of the last thirty years has been devoted to 
accepted classics which did not actually need 
the assistance of fine typography to make 
them known to new readers. "What would 
Mr. Rogers do,” Mr. Pollard asks, "if he 
undertook to make editions of ‘Pickwick 
Papers/ ‘Vanity Fair/ or a full set of Steven¬ 
son?” The publisher of special editions pre¬ 
fers a short and established classic as most 
worthy of the great expense that the finest 
hand typography involves. Yet there is much 
point in Mr. Pollard’s comment, and one 
hopes that, with an increasing appreciation of 
what good typography means, more contem¬ 
porary books will be put into the best shape 
and good book-making can be studied in cur¬ 
rent books as well as in the private libraries 
of wealth}^ collectors. 

The Chiswick Press in England has done 
a great deal with the regular trade publishing, 
and Mr. Updike in this country has been re¬ 
sponsible for many fine volumes currently sold 
in the trade. The format of the Yale Uni¬ 
versity Press books, for which Carl P. Rol¬ 
lins, author of the series of articles on print¬ 
ing running in the Publishers’ Weekly, is 
responsible, supplies good models of what can 
be done. 

Among the good books from the Yale Uni¬ 
versity Press recently is Henry D. Sedgwick’s 
"Marcus Aurelius,” a i2mo of about 300 
pages, admirable in type page, the handling 
of indexes, chapter headings, etc. 

Mitchell Kennerley is responsible for an 
elaborate printing of "The Portrait of Mr. W. 
H.” by Oscar Wilde, printed from one of Mr. 
Goudy’s types. It would have been more at¬ 
tractive as to title page, however, if it had 
shown rather more symmetrical outline, and 
the reproduction of a manuscript facsimile as 
a frontispiece seems not comparable to the 
rest of the planning of the book. 

An interesting example of the change in 


styles in book-making is shown in Out water’s 
"Designs for American Homes” (Dodd, Mead 
& Company) as books in this field have usu¬ 
ally been made entirely with half-tone repro¬ 
ductions. The architect’s drawings for this 
have been reproduced in line plates on dull 
finished paper, and the effect is extremely 
pleasant. The day of the extreme use of 
supercalender paper has gone by, and more 
and more it seems that there will be attempts 
to adapt the illustrative plans to fit paper more 
pleasing V> the eye. 

An example of good octavo printing is 
Turner’s "Europe Since 1870,” just published 
by Doubleday. The Doubleday press has 
shown consistent improvement in book plan¬ 
ning in the last few years and can turn out 
work of all varieties successfully. 

F. A. Stokes & Company have made a very 
attractive book of Archibald Rutledge’s "Ola 
Plantation Days” with Charles Livingston 
Bull’s illustrations. The type page and toned 
paper are extremely pleasant to the eye. 

Dodd, Mead & Company have added another 
volume to their uniform set of the works of 
Fabre, which emphasizes the importance of 
selecting a good conservative format when be¬ 
ginning a series that is likely to extend to 
many volumes. The type page and binding 
plan that were selected several years ago when 
the set started have proved always attractive, as 
the volumes were added year after year. 

Alfred E. Fowler of Kansas City, whose 
devotion to the cause of the book-plate has 
placed art lovers under such_ continued obli¬ 
gation, has made a most beautiful volume in 
"The Book Plate Annual for 1921.” The 
volume reproduces an extremely interesting 
gathering of modern book-plates, especially 
valuable because they show many types of 
artistry and indicate the direction of the 
present tendencies. The book is a large quarto, 
printed at the Torch Press, Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. 

A valuable desk book for every lover of 
printing and especially for those who are in¬ 
terested in planning trade books is the new 
"Monotype Specimen Book,” issued by the 
Lanston Monotype Machine Company of 
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Philadelphia. This, without being a complete 
monotype display, shows the remarkable ad¬ 
vance that has been made in machine t faces; 
and the variety and beauty that can be had in 
monotype composition can be estimated by 


looking thru the various faces and their ap¬ 
pearance in both leaded and unleaded form. 
Mr. Goudy’s recent connection with this Com¬ 
pany as director of fonts should greatly aug¬ 
ment the progress of machine printing.

W HILE the general reader has had more 
and more opportunity in recent years to 
become acquainted with the books of 
Northern Europe thru translations and thru 
such work as the American-Scandinavian 
Foundation, it is not often realized that in our 
own country, as is the case with other groups,

our Norwegian citizens are in some sections so 
closely settled that they form an intellectual 
and language group by themselves. 

In the city of Minneapolis a fine four-story 
modern business block is wholly given over to 
the periodical and book publications in this 
field. The Augsburg Publishing House, whose 
house Bulletin alone would be an indication 
of its progressive character, is the official head¬ 
quarters of the Norwegian Lutheran^ Church, 
besides being the publisher of its principal paper 
in English, the Lutheran Church Herald. It is 
a large business devoted to publishing and gen¬ 
eral book distribution both in Norwegian and 
in English. Many of the books which are 
published in Norwegian are widely circulated 


which would make a staff of a size comparable 
to those of many of the best known houses in 
American publishing. 

In a recent number of the Augsburg Bulletin 
N. N. Ronning of Minneapolis made the 
prophecy “that there would be in the immediate 
future the gradual appearance of literature dis¬ 
tinctly American in character, yet tinged with 
the heroism of the early Norwegian pioneers, 
reflecting the racial characteristics, history 
and traditions of the Norwegian immigrants 
and equaling in interest the story of the Pil¬ 
grim Fathers.” Such a prophecy of the per¬ 
sistence of the pioneer spirit is especially inter¬ 
esting at this time when the effect of the hardy 
Pilgrim immigration is being reestimated. 
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Among the books recently on the Augsburg 
list there was one by an author whose father, 
Thor Hagen, brought his family across the 
ocean and into the center of North Dakota in 
the early eighties to live in a log house, 
erected by himself. Here were hardships of a 
rough, untilled country and of fearful winters, 
hardships faced within forty years of our own 
time, which were of the same character and 
.same severity as those that were faced by the 
American pioneers three hundred years ago. 
If such a spirit with its fine hardihood and 
instinctive reverence can be reflected in our 
literature, the effect of having a publishing 
house in such centers of alert culture will be 
more and more felt in American book 
publishing. 

In view of the discussion which Religious Book 
Week brought out last year with regard to the 
activities of churches and ministers in book¬ 
selling, it‘is interesting to note the comment on 
this same idea made in the Church Herald! 

“Formerly the pastors on their visits brought 
good books around to the people and always sold 
some, but conditions have changed and other 
methods have to be adopted; but we are afraid 
that they have not yet been adopted and that 
this important work is neglected and over¬ 
looked. The pastor should avail himself of the 
opportunity to recommend books, not only in 
private, but also at young people’s meetings and 
after services in church. Young people’s libra¬ 
ries might be enlarged to include good reading 
besides the books intended for the topics. Our 
public libraries very much need to be supple¬ 
mented by religious literature for our young 
people.”

Newspaper Totals 

M ORE than eleven and a quarter billion 
copies of daily newspapers are printed 
annually in the United States, averaging 
one copy a day for every three and one-fifth 
persons of the country’s total population, latest 
statistics of the Bureau of Census show. 

Circulation of the nation’s 2,433 daily news¬ 
papers aggregated 32,735,937 copies a day, an 
increase of 13.8 per cent in the five years 
since 1914. The circulation of the 592 Sunday 
newspapers was 19,929,834 copies each Sunday 
during 1919, an increase of 14.9 per cent. The 
aggregate circulation of these daily and Sun¬ 
day newspapers therefore was 11,270,559,316 
copies, or 106.6 copies per capita, for the year. 

Total circulation of the country’s 20,431 
newspapers and periodicals aggregated 15,475,- 
145, 102 copies for the year, an increase of 7 
per cent per issue in five years. That includes 
daily, Sunday, tri-weekly, semi-weekly, weekly, 


monthly, quarterly, and all other newspapers 
and periodicals. 

The printing and publishing industry’s 
products were valued in 1919 at $1,528,856,503, 
of which newspapers and periodicals con¬ 
tributed $808,066,035 and newspapers alone 
$612,718,515, an increase of 116 per cent in 
five years. 

Newspaper subscriptions and sales aggre¬ 
gated $204,958,214, an increase of 105.9 per 
cent. 

Advertising totalled $407,760,301, an average 
of 121.5 per cent. 

In comparison with these statistics as to 
newspaper publishing, it is unfortunate that 
there will be no accurate record of book pub¬ 
lishing, as the total production of books is 
not kept. It is perhaps a fair estimate that 
something like 100,000,000 books are published 
in a year, which would mean that there is one 
book published for every 150 newspapers and 
periodicals. This total of books includes the 
very large item of schoolbooks and subscrip¬ 
tion books, books for free distribution, etc. 
Perhaps one-third of the total might be what 
is called general trade publications. If there 
are five people in the average family, this 
would mean about 750 papers and periodicals 
per family per year and about five books alto¬ 
gether per year per family, of which perhaps 
one to two were general trade publications. 

Downward Trend in Prices Ceases 

U NMISTAKABLE evidence shows that 
the long downward swing in wholesale 
prices of general merchandise underwent a 
distinct check last month. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics index number, which is the 
most carefully weighted one made in this 
country, fell 8.7 per cent last December, but 
has since receded at a smaller and smaller 
rate until July, when it held even with the 
June figure. Bradstreet’s and Dun’s indices,, 
which likewise had indicated recently a slacken¬ 
ing in the rate of decline, have now both turned 
upward again. This table also gives the per 
cent change* each month from the preceding 
month:

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Present Book-Making Costs 


A RECENTLY compiled list of book pro¬ 
duction costs was made for the head of 
a large publishing house to serve as a 
guide in estimating the relation of present 
figures to those of five years. ago. These fig¬ 
ures have been based on specifications for an 
average 320 page novel and the cost made to 
cover actual figures drawn from the files of 
a large and varied business. 

The totals show that the preliminary work 
on the book composition, electrotypes, etc. have 
had an average increase of 80% over 1914, 
higher even than last year. At the produc¬ 
tion end there is an average increase of 82%, 


whereas last year this figure was very much 
higher. The chief decreases have been, of 
course, in paper and in binding, but in spite of 
the sharp decreases in paper costs, the text- 
paper still runs about double of what it would 
have been five years ago. 

Below is a comparison of cost of an 
average novel as of 1914, October, 1920, and 
May, 1921. General specifications: Book of 
320 pages; set in 11-pt. Linotype leaded; type 
page size 21x36 picas; one insert; in black 
ink; three color wrapper; using Holliston X 
quality cloth with one ink stamping; bulk 1”;

4 4 r T'0 many persons the best sellers is an in¬ 
dispensable luxury, as is proved by mere 
circulation figures, from which such 
works derive their distinction,” says an editorial 
in the New York Evening Post. “But those be- 
cried volumes must be regarded as essential 
in another sense to the whole organization of 
bookselling and publishing. Altho the class¬ 
conscious intellectual is loath to admit it, the 
fact is, nevertheless, that the existence of good 
books with a limited appeal is largely dependent 
upon the success of the best seller. A publisher 
whose business consisted solely of those super¬ 
ior works which meet with the approval of the 
intelligentsia would soon find himself at the 
end of his resources. The possession of a cer¬ 
tain number of popular fiction-writers is of 
vital importance even to the most aesthetic pub¬ 
lishers. If they do not sell educational works 
they must have some steady and sure source 
of revenue, and this is usually provided by the 
sales of popular novels. 

“It therefore becomes the duty of superior 
persons, whose works, of course, are above the 
sordid level of the best seller, to moderate their

transports of contempt. They should pray that 
their publishers may discover some idol of the 
market place, on whose gigantic sales there 
will be a profit which can be used to foster art.

L ORD Esher, in the preface of his “The 
Tragedy of Lord Kitchener/’announces his 
present intention to seal up his diaries and 
correspondence and leave them in the British 
Museum, to be made public only sixty years 
hence. 

Esher’s decision is stated to be due to his 
desire “not to be classed with some recent 
writers of memoirs,” but if there should 
develop a serious desire on the part of the 
public for his Lordship’s records of the war, he 
is prepared to revise his intentions. 

It is now generally known that about two 
years ago Field Marshal Earl Haig’s personal 
notes and documents, which must be of im¬ 
mense national and historical importance, were 
given into the charge of the trustees of the 
British Museum, with the instructions that 
they were not to be opened until 1940. 

Altho he received many tempting offers, the 
Field Marshal has refused to write a book on 
the war and has always maintained gteat 
reticence about the secret history of the cam¬ 
paign in France.

Book Tariff Under the Anti- 
Dumping Act 

NDER date of August 6th, the Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury sent to all ap¬ 
praisers instructions that his investigations 
have shown that books are not. competitive 
in the sense intended by the provisions of the 
Anti-Dumping Law and therefore that ap¬ 
praisers need not treat book importations dif¬ 
ferently from the method employed under the 
old tariff. This opinion was given after the 
National Association of Book Publishers, thru 
Mr. Macrae, Chairman of their Committee on 
Tariff, had taken the matter up with the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury. 

As this Law had been applied, it meant that 
with each shipment the American importer 
would have to sign an affidavit that he would 
supply to the appraiser, if called for, the Ameri¬ 
can wholesale price as finally set. The pub¬ 
lishers claimed that these imported books were 
not an injury to the American publishers and 
therefore this precaution need not be taken. 
The publishers still suffer under the unfortu¬ 
nate rulings made under the present tariff law, 
which makes duties payable on two-thirds of 
the English list price rather than on the price 
paid for the goods.

“Foreign Valuation* * 

Editor, Publishers' Weekly: 

It is indeed generous of you to give so much 
time and space to the Fordney Bill, and we trust 
your efforts will be rewarded. 

With no intention of discouraging you, we 
wish to call your attention to an article in the 
New York Times of August 14th on “The 
Value of Dutiable Goods,” by J. F. Zoller, 
which is ridiculously misleading and a 
gross mis-statement of facts. It is just such 
propaganda, printed in reliable newspapers, 
which tends to make our task so much harder. 

As a concrete reason why American valua¬ 
tion should be used for duty purposes, Mr. Zol¬ 
ler writes: 

“Due to depreciation of foreign currency at 
this time, as a result of the World War, it is 
impossible to impose a fair and just ad valorum 
duty, using the foreign value as a base. This 
can best be understood by taking the German 
mark as an example. In 1914 the German 
mark, as measured by United States money, 
was worth approximately 24 cents. Now it is 
worth about 1.3 cents. A 33 1/3% duty imposed 
in 1914 on a German product having a value of 
200 marks would amount to $11.90. Today, 
owing to the depreciation of the German mark, 
the same duty would amount to only about 65 
cents.” 

The gentleman intends to convey the impres¬ 
sion that an American importer can now pur¬ 
chase for about $2.00 the same merchandise for 
which he paid $50.00 in 1914, and which is 
ridiculous on the face of it. 

The fact is that in Germany, or any other 
foreign country, merchandise is priced to 
offset the depreciation in the value of their 
money, and the American importer is actually 
paying a greatly increased price in American 
money today than in 1914, and we again reiterate 
that foreign invoice value is the only true and 
just basis for duty purposes.

Pay Cut in Paper Mills 

W AGE rductions of 10 per cent for skilled 
workers and 25 per cent for common 
laborers were decided upon recently by the 
Board of Arbitration which was appointed last 
June to adjudicate the differences between the 
paper mill owners in the United States and 
Canada and their employees, who struck rather 
than accept a 30 per cent reduction. 

The new rate will be effective from August 
22, 1921, to May 1, 1922, unless changed by the 
board after December 1, 1921, the arbitration 
agreement providing for a reopening by either 
party at that time. 

A Price Maintenance Decision 

T HE Butterick Publishing Company has 
been ordered by the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission to abolish its exclusive contract 
system for selling patterns, whereby certain 
agents in a territory had the sole right to sell 
the Buttetrick patterns at the prices marked on 
the covers of the patterns. The Butterick 
Company will carry the case to the Court of 
Appeals, but the Equity Court has dismissed 
its complaint against the injunction which 
the Commission had filed.

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Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


T HIS year marks the fourth centenary of 
the introduction of printing in Cambridge, 
England. 

The auction season in London closed with a 
sale at Hodgson’s on August 10, 11 and 12. 

Edward Meynall, proprietor of the Serendi¬ 
pity Bookshop of London, which specialized 
in first editions of modern authors, has given 
up his business and has come to America. 

The Bookman's Journal of London will 
shortly appear as a monthly instead of a week¬ 
ly. Many new features will be adopted, with 
the changed form and an American edition is 
contemplated. 

Messrs. Leslie Chaundry of London have is¬ 
sued the first two volumes of a series cpntain- 
ing bibliographies of modern authors. These 
are compiled by A. I. Williams and deal with 
Robert Bridges and John Masefield. 

A collection of rare Americana including 
items relating to the Revolution, California, 
the early West, the New England States, 
Lincolnia, and autograph letters will be sold 
September 1, by the Heartman Auction Com¬ 
pany, Inc., at Rutland, Vt. 

The Bookman's Journal of London, of 
August 5, contains a list of the privately print¬ 
ed works of the poet Swinburne numbering 
nearly a hundred items compiled from the 
two volume “Bibliography of Swinburne” by 
Thomas J. Wise, the English collector and 
bibliographer. 

The autograph manuscript of “Tam o’Shan- 
ter” by Robert Bums was recently sold by 
Christie, Manson & Woods in London and 
brought £500. Considering that this was one 
of B'urns’s most famous poems the price was 
by no means high. 

An English consignment consisting of 
Colonial Acts relating more or less to what is 
now the United States, some of which are early 
and rare, will be sold September 9 by the 
Heartman Auction Company, Inc., at Rutland, 
Vt. 

The family Bible of Robert Burns’s father, 
mentioned as “the big Ha’ Bible” in his “Cot¬ 
ter’s Saturday Night,” was recently sold at 
Sotheby’s for £450. In it is registered the birth 
of Burns by his father and the death of the 
father by the poet himself. 

A curious collection was recently sold at 
Hodgson’s in London. It consisted of locks 
of hair from famous heads and was made by 
Leigh Hunt whose descriptions in his own 
handwriting went with the relics. These in¬ 
cluded wisps of hair of Milton, Swift, Dr. 


Johnson, Wordsworth, Lamb, Shelley, Keats, 
Coleridge, Carlyle, and others. A lock of 
Napoleon’s hair given by Lord Byron to Hunt 
was also included. The collection brought 
£109. 

Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge of London, 
have issued a permanent edition of their two 
catalogs of the Bruton sale which was one of 
the most notable of the season just ended. The 
catalog of books and engravings are printed on 
large paper, each having a different portrait of 
Mr. Bruton as a frontispiece, and each con¬ 
taining a printed list of prices and names of 
buyers. Only 125 copies of each were printed 
at one guinea each. 

The last issue of the New York Public Li¬ 
brary Bulletin tells of the experiments made 
in 1914 to determine the best method of pre¬ 
serving the modern newspaper. In the end it 
was decided that the best method for both old 
and new stock was to cover both sides of the 
sheet with thin transparent Japanese tissue 
paper using a rice paste for this purpose. The 
treatment increases the strength of the sheet, 
cuts off the air from the paper, and reduces 
the legibility but slightly. 

A few years ago a collector writing of 
Thomas. Hardy’s growing popularity" ^among 
booklovers in the literary supplement of the 
New York Times predicted that the time would 
come when a collected set of the first editions 
of Hardy’s Wessex novels, tales and poems 
would bring $1,000. The prophecy at the 
time seemed a bit rash but the current cata¬ 
log of an English dealer has fulfiljed it, 47 
volumes bound in half levant being listed at 
£245, and since many of the volumes are 
dutiable it would cost decidedly more than 
this figure to import the set. If these volumes 
had been in their original cloth bindings in 
fine condition they would have brought an 
even higher price. The revival of interest in 
modern authors will doubtless stiffen even the 
present prices. 

Of all prices paid for modern authors whose 
first editions are in demand, none show a more 
remarkable rise than those for Joseph Conrad. 
A comparison of the catalog prices of some of 
his books for a comparatively short period 
bears out this statement. In 1911, “Allmayer’s 
Folly,” was bringing 10s. 6d.; a recent catalog 
of a London dealer lists it as high as £13 13s.; 
“Outcast of the Islands,” 1911, 10s. in 1921, 
£10 10s.; “Lord Jim,”-1915. 25s. in 1921 £15; 
“Youth,” 1914, £3 in 1920, £4 10s.; “Typhoon,” 
1914, £4, and in 1921, £6 6s.; “The Nigger of 
the Narcissus,” 1915, £3 10s. in 1921, £15 15s.; 
“Tales of Unrest,” 1915, 30s. in 1921, £10 10s.; 
These items from recent catalogs illustrate the 
advances that have been made. The demand 
for Conrad first editions in America has been 
tremendous and still exists. In England the 
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high prices are attributed to the steady orders 
from American collectors. 

Under the title of “The First Issue of ‘A 
Christmas Carol/ ” J. Pennell describes in the 
Bookman's Journal of London some discover¬ 
ies he has made in studying the first issues of 
Dickens’s famous Christmas story. He finds 
that three issues, viz.: the one with the yel¬ 
low end papers and the one with green end 
papers, both of 1843, and the third usually 
referred to as “the red and green title page,” 
1844, are from the same type and constitute 
the first printing. Another issue with the first 
edition date of 1843 is printed from a resetting 
of the type and is the second printing, the 
earliest and most obvious difference from the 
issues mentioned being that in the “Contents” 
we find “Stave I.” but under “Chapter I.” 
“Stave One.” From the second setting of the 
type another impression was made in 1843 
which bears on the title page the words “2nd 
Edition.” This is very rare, only 1,000 copies 
having been printed. Mr. Pennell presents in 
detail the difference between the first and 
second settings showing which is the genuine 
first issue. He says: “I have arrived at the 
conclusion that the copies with the yellow end 
papers were the first issued and not with the 
green end papers as has hitherto generally 
been accepted. My first argument is that so 
few with the yellow end papers have turned 
up, but, what is more important, the inscribed 
copies from Dickens which I have seen 
in every instance have the yellow end papers. 
The inscriptions, too, bear strong evidence of 
my contention. One runs: “I hasten to send 
to my bosom friend Talfourd the first copy of 
my ‘Carol.’ ” Then another: “Walter Savage 
Landor, from his affectionate Friend, Seven¬ 
teenth December, 1843.” Another autographed 
copy sold recently was also dated “December 
17.” As the Seventeenth of December was 
undoubtedly the day of publication I think 
these inscriptions are important. Another fact 
which makes the story of these first issues even 
more complex is that last year I came across 
a copy which had at the commencement of 
Chapter I. Stave I. in Gothic type. This is 
the only copy that I have ever seen or heard 
of in this state and it would seem to be 
unique.” 

Two reproductions of writings by Charles 
Dickens have been issued by Henry Sothern & 
Co., of London.. In a limited edition of 275 
numbered copies of which only 250 are for sale 
in England and America, of “Sykes and 
Nancy: a Reading,” has been printed from the 
almost unique copy originally in the possession 
of Sir Henry Irving, with an introduction and 
general bibliography of the reading editions of 
Dickens by J. Harrison Stonehouse, editor of 
the Bibliophile’s Society’s “Charles Dickens 
and Maria Beadnell.” Uniform with this voL 
ume is an edition of 250 copies of “David Cop- 
perfield: a Reading,” reprinted from the pri¬ 
vately printed edition of 1866 with a note on 
the romantic history of Charles Dickens and 


Maria Beadnell. Both volumes are bound in 
gray boards with paper label. 

The anecdote of an Italian book collector 
who murdered a friend to obtain a coveted 
rare book and gave up in despair when he dis¬ 
covered that it was not unique, has been fre¬ 
quently told. The recent sale of the famous col¬ 
lection of postage stamps in Paris, when the two 
cent Hawaiian “murder” stamp brought 150,000 
francs, contributes another anecdote quite as 
dramatic. The “murder” stamp got its nick¬ 
name in 1892, when a famous Parisian collec¬ 
tor, Goston Leroux, was found murdered in his 
apartment. It was evident that ordinary theft 
was not the motive for the -crime because an 
open drawer containing 10,000 francs and a 
diamond-studded watch was untouched. Minute 
search by detectives revealed that a Hawaiian 
stamp was the only thing missing. Shortly 
afterwards Hector Giroux, a friend of Leroux 
and an enthusiastic stamp collector, was heard 
to boast that he possessed one of the very few 
specimens of that rare stamp, which at that 
time was worth 10,000 francs. He was imme¬ 
diately arrested, and later confessed to the 
examining magistrate that he had “found it 
impossible to live without that stamp.”
